Begonias, potato vine, coleus 
make for colourful planters 


It's the time to walk 
around your garden. 

I must admit I do not 
expect surprises at this 
time of year and last week¬ 
end the surprise was the 
white blooms of the silver 
lace vine all over the arch 
on the patio. It was beauti¬ 
ful. The wisteria along side 
it is lovely (no blooms, of 
course, but all lacy). 

Several other vines, 
including my trumpet vine 
are also flowering and my 
begonias around the back 
still have many flowers on 

Have you been noticing 
how well the containers 
have lasted? This year I 
tried something new, a dif¬ 
ferent combination - bego¬ 
nias, potato vine, (both the 
lime green and the deep 
purple) and coleus. 



My containers, even 
now, still look great. I am 
very pleased with the mix 
of plants. 

A big reason for the con¬ 
tinued colorful display is 
due to the fact that all these 
plants - begonias, potato 
vine and coleus are pre¬ 
dominantly plants with 
wonderful foliage. I have 


really started using more of 
these plants in the last cou¬ 
ple of years - they are low 
maintenance and just 
unbeatable for long lasting 
color, even into the fall. 

So if you want great col¬ 
ors in your garden and your 
containers consider these 
plants for next year, as well 
as heucheras and hostas.

A historical plaque on 
Niagara Parkway, near 
Line 6 recognizes the 
memory of Chloe Cooley, 
a Black woman who tried 
to reach freedom in 
Canada. 

Her story was told in 
Andrea Conte’s docu¬ 
mentary short film, Many 
More Rivers to Cross, 
when it was shown for the 
first time as part of Bravo 
Niagara’s Voices of 
Freedom symposium on 
Black history at the 
Niagara Historical 
Museum Friday. 

His film tells of the his¬ 
torical event that occurred 
at Queenston in March 
1793, when Cooley was 
forcefully taken across the 
Niagara River to the New 
York side, and never heard 
from again. 

The incident was the 
spark that resulted in leg¬ 
islation which eventually 
abolished slavery in 
Canada, and allowed the 
formation of the 
Underground Railroad. 

But as was pointed out 
at the symposium, 
Cooley’s story and many 
others unknown locally 
played a pivotal role in 
the abolition of slavery in 
Canada. 

In another presentation 
Tamara Extian-Babiuk 
said “While Canadians 
like to think an attitude 
toward the slavery of 
Blacks was only south of 
the border, the reality was 
Blacks and other visible 
minorities were not read¬ 
ily accepted in Canada.” 

She pointed out that 
indigenous peoples were 
also enslaved, Chinese 
were confined to deadly 
dangerous railroad work, 
and Japanese were 



told those attending a symposium on Black history held at the 
Niagara Historical Museum Friday.

interned. Citing several 
recent opinion polls 
Extian-Babiuk concluded, 
“We like to think of our¬ 
selves as a welcoming 
society, yet it seems some 
Canadians are more 
Canadian than others. 
While Canada is diverse,

Another engaging seg¬ 
ment of the symposium 
was shared by Niagara 
University Music History 
professor Randy 
Andropolis, who accom¬ 
panied singer Kary Dobbs, 
to provide an overview of 
Black contributions to the 
world of music. 

Andropolis identified 
the musical differences of 
the three main areas of 
Africa, where slaves came 
from, noting the signifi¬ 
cant influence of Islamic 
music in the region of the 
African savanna. 
Andropolis said, 
“Virtually 

every style of popular 
music we know today has 


And the world has been 
richer for it.” 

During the question 
period a school teacher 
asked, “Why is history 
being taught less and less 
in public schools?” 

Order of Ontario histo¬ 
rian Wilma Morrison 
responded, indicating her 
frustration that for years 
she has been trying to 
convince government of 
the importance of Black 
history, which is legiti¬ 
mized by the large volume 
of literary research avail¬ 
able in libraries. 

As to the continuing 
stigma of Blacks, Morrison 
said, “The shame of slav¬ 
ery should not be with the 
slaves, but with the enslav-

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NOTL marijuana facility 
licensed to become 
largest in Canada

Tweed Farms, the medi¬ 
cal marijuana facility on 
Cone. 5 in Niagara-on-the- 
Lake, has Health Canada's 
permission to increase its 
crop tenfold. 

But the plan is to expand 
in much smaller incre¬ 
ments, as demand dictates, 
says founder and president 
of the NOTL facility, Angus 
Footman. 

Tweed Farms is one of 
three medical marijuana 
facilities owned by the 
publicly-traded Canopy 
Growth Corp. The other 
two are in Smith Falls and 
Toronto. 


The increase in licensed 
growing space is just for 
the NOTL operation, which 
began growing medical 
marijuana in just 35,000 
square feet under glass in 
June, 2014. 

It now is licensed to use 
up to 350,000 square feet 
for production, making it 
the largest legal marijuana 
growing operation in 
Canada, if not the world. 

larger facility anywhere,” 
said Footman. 

In order to take advan¬ 
tage of the growing season 
and get the first crop 
underway quickly after 
purchasing the property. 
Footman said he could

Getting the entire green¬ 
house range ready has 
been a “massive amount of 
work," especially in the 
area of security, he said. 

And that’s turned out to 
be good for business, he 
added. 

“We needed to walk 
before we could run." 

Since beginning produc- 

"we’ve done a phenome¬ 
nal amount of research. 
We’re doing research every 
minute of every day.” 

Of the 17 varieties of 
marijuana they began 
with, their crop has been 
reduced to the four high- 
est-quality, he said.

Tweed Farms will also 
move to produce geneti¬ 
cally consistent cannabis 
plants using tissue culture 
processing, in a program 
led by Dr. Upeksha 
Nanayakkara, who holds a 
Ph.D in plant pathology 
from Pennsylvania State 
University. 

There is little research to 
turn to, as there would be 
for other plant products, 
and few tools, such as the 
pesticides and herbicides 
used on crops such as 
tomatoes or green pep¬ 
pers, to help, Footman 
said. 

“We have to do our own 
research, and so we built a 
research lab," he said. 

For the first year’s three 
growing cycles, with a 
three-week harvest now 
underway, mature plants 
have been sent to the 


Smiths Falls facility for 
harvest, storage and ship¬ 
ping. 

During that time, work 
has continued so that with 
the next crop, which will 
begin in January and be 
harvested in March, har¬ 
vesting, drying and storage 
of dried product - there's 
no retail operation and no 
cash involved - in one of 
the strongest vaults in 
Canada, will take place in 
the NOTL facility, making 
for a more efficient pro¬ 
cess under one roof. 

“This is a big step for us,” 
said Footman. 

"We have 23 staff work¬ 
ing today, whereas within 
six months, we'll be having 
40ish - 40 to 50, I’d say.” 

It’s been an investment, 
from the beginning - not 
counting the purchase of 
the property and green¬ 
houses - of about $8 mil¬ 
lion, and 90 percent of the 


construction has been by 
local trades, says 
Footman. 

Although the expansion 
is “85 percent complete," 
he said, “we’re not going 
to be growing in the entire 
greenhouse right away. 
We’ll be matching growth 
to customer demand, 
slowly graduating to it. But 
this gives us the capacity 
to do it.” 

Demand will grow as 
doctors become more 
aware of the benefits of 
medical marijuana, said 
Footman, and like any 
good pharmaceutical 
company, Tweed is doing

The town so impressed 
Communities in Bloom 
judges, it was given an option 
of accelerating - it can skip 
the provincial competition 
and move ahead to the 
national level. 

Following their visit to 
town in July, the two judges 
awarded the town five 
blooms - the highest rating - 
and announced the results 
at a provincial conference 
held in Perth, Ont. last week 

The town had more than 
fulfilled the requirements in 
the categories of tidiness, 

tage conservation, urban 
forestry, landscape, and flo¬ 
ral displays. 

“Our overall rating was 
extremely high,” said 
Communities in Bloom 
chair Tony Chisholm. 

In the area of the judging 
where they were asked to 
make recommendations for 
improvement, the judges 
had a hard time finding any¬ 


thing wrong in any of the 
categories, said Chisholm. 

The recommendations 
that were made by the judg¬ 
es, “we need to address spe¬ 
cifically at the next level,” 
said Chisholm. 

“It came as a surprise to us 
that they could send us 
directly to the national level 
of competition, but they did. 
If feels really good.” 

He is also already thinking 
of ways to further impress 
during the next level of judg¬ 
ing, he said. 

“There’s no doubt this 
puts extra pressure on us. At 
the national level, it’s a dif¬ 
ferent organization and dif¬ 
ferent judges. This will be a 
fairly sophisticated competi- 

al level in 1996, allowing 
Niagara-on-the-Lake to bill 
itself as the prettiest town in 
Canada, but the competition 
has changed since then, said 
parks and recreation man¬ 
ager Kevin Turcotte, who is 
also a CIB committee mem¬ 
ber. 

“Theprogram has changed 


significantly,” says Turcotte. 
“Floral displays are still a 
main factor, but there is a lot 
more emphasis played on 
community involvement, 
and heritage and environ¬ 
mental protection.” 

NOTL also received a 
Criteria Award for landscape 
- there are eight judging cri¬ 
teria, and committee mem¬ 
bers were encouraged to 
apply for an individual 
award, separate from the 
final results, in any of the 
eight areas they felt the town 
excelled at. 

“We didn’t end up apply¬ 
ing," said Chisholm, “but 
they gave us an award any- 

NOTL also received a spe¬ 
cial mention for its partner¬ 
ships with businesses and 
the town in floral displays - 
the judges pointed out that 
not all CIB committees work 
with businesses or have such 
strong support from town 
administration. 

Without support from 
local businesses and spon¬ 
sors, Chisholm said, “this 
achievement would not have 


been possible.” 

A large part of the compe¬ 
tition is based on a "brag 
book” the committee pre¬ 
pares forjudges, and NOTL’s 
book was well-received, said 
Chisholm, making the com¬ 
petition a little easier at the 
national level. 

“The book we presented 
was so successful we won’t 
have to start from scratch - 
we can just add to it,” he 

As an example, he said, 
the committee plans to work 
more closely with active res¬ 
idents’ associations, adding 
sections to the book about 
community identity. 

All the community groups 
that have supported the 
competition at the first level 
are interested in continuing 
to work with the committee 
in the future, he said. 

"It was unbelievable what 
the town accomplished in 
such a short time. Anyone in 
town should have noticed 
how much work has gone 
into it, especially in our pub¬ 
lic areas," said Chisholm. 

The committee will also 


be photographing and docu¬ 
menting events that take 
place over the fall and win¬ 
ter to add to the book, he 
said, such as new Christmas 
displays the town is plan¬ 
ning.

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‘Speed needed’ to eradicate phragmites

When Lynne and Randy 
LeGallais moved into their 
new home in St. Davids, 
their back deck and patio 
overlooked a scenic golf 
course and pond sur¬ 
rounded by bullrushes. 

Now most of the bull- 
rushes are gone, and the 
view of the pond is rapidly 
being obscured as phrag¬ 
mites take over. 

It’s the same at the storm 
water management pond 
a few blocks over - it was 
billed as a landscaped park 
for the enjoyment of resi¬ 
dents of the Settlement of 
St. Davids, a new subdivi¬ 
sion off Four Mile Creek 
Road, east of York Road, 
and was a selling feature 
for several homes border¬ 
ing the greenspace, said 
LeGallais. 

But in a few short years, 
the view of the pond has 
completely disappeared, 
as six-foot tall phragmites 
have taken over. 

It’s not just the ponds in 
St. Davids that are being 
destroyed - phragmites, 


called by experts “Canada’s 
worst invasive plant,” are 
taking over drainage ditch¬ 
es and causing irrigation 
problems throughout the 

It comes as a surprise to 
many that the plant, which 
looks like a decorative 
grass weaving its feathery 
tops gracefully in the wind, 
is harmful, says LeGallais. 

"People think they’re 
seeing bullrushes or grass,” 
she says. “That’s the prob¬ 
lem. We really need an 
education program to 
teach property owners 
how dangerous this is.” 

The non-native species, 
also known as common 
reed, releases toxins from 
its roots and destroys 
everything growing near¬ 
by, and as it destroys bull- 
rushes around bodies of 
water, water levels typical¬ 
ly drop - there will be litde 
water left in town ditches 
to use for irrigation where 
phramites have taken over, 
she says. 

The province has begun 
to look at legislation to 
eradicate it, as have some 
municipalities, in Ontario, 
says LeGallais - the town 


of St. Thomas has prepared 
an action plan to rid the 
city of phragmites by 
2020. 

Recently town staff, at 
the request of Coun. Betty 
Disero, prepared a report 
on the problem. 

“I wish I could say I was 
encouraged by it," said 
LeGallais. 

She had hoped to see 
more initiative in the 
report - to her, although 
staff outlined the problem 
and some possible solu¬ 
tions, it didn't outline any 
immediate action plan. 

“The longer we leave 
this, the worse it will get, 
and the more expensive it 
will be to get rid of," she 

“The town needs to 
move quickly on this.” 

The report says staff has 
received a large number of 
complaints from landown¬ 
ers wanting the town to get 
rid of the heavy vegeta¬ 
tion, which in some areas 
is completely blocking 
drainage on both public 
and private lands. 

“Operational staff have 
been discussing the possi¬ 
bility of creating or investi-

agement ponds, 
roadside mowing 
and drainage ditch¬ 
es used for drain¬ 
age and/or irriga¬ 
tion. Instead of dig¬ 
ging our ditches 

the amount of exca¬ 
vation required 
may have cost sav¬ 
ings that should be 
investigated,” the 
report says. 

It suggests using 
local college and 
university students 
“by providing real 
life projects that 
assist the commu¬ 
nity in resolving 
challenging issues,” 
again saving money 

Student advisors 
from Niagara 
College has already 

mapping project 
and are willing to 
be involved in the 


creation of a vegetation 
management program 
through their program, the 
report says. 

Kenn Moody, president 
ofthe St. Davids Ratepayers 
Association, recendy wrote 
to the town about the 
phragmites in the new 
subdivision, although he 
said it is also evident in 
many drainage ditches on 
town road allowances. 

He said he is hoping for 
an action plan, with time¬ 
lines, for eliminating or at 
least controlling the phrag¬ 
mites in the ponds in St. 
Davids. 

He would like to have 
seen some action sooner, 
but realizes many people, 
including himself, are still 
learning of the scope of 
the problem and are still 
working out how best to fix 

Research shows the 
chemical that works best 
on the weed should be 
applied in the fall, so he’s 
hoping for a plan that can 
be put into place for next 
year, he said. 

Disero says the town is 


arranging to bring in 
experts over the winter to 
help with a public aware¬ 
ness campaign to make 
private property owners 
aware of the severity of the 

Sheldon Randall, direc¬ 
tor of operations for the 
town, told the Advance the 
report was prepared to 
present information on 
phragmites to council. 

There has been no action 
taken, he said, other than 
a test to see how effective 
chemical treatments are at 
eradicating the weed, but 
they won’tknow the results 
until next spring. 

Niagara College students 
will be working on map¬ 
ping phragmites on public 
and private property in 
NOTL, he said, but he 
doesn't expect any plan to 
be in place before spring, 
and further consulting 
with provincial environ¬ 
ment and natural resourc¬ 
es ministries, and likely 
the Niagara Peninsula 
Conservation Authority, 
will be necessary before 
any actions are taken.

It’s not who gets in so 
much as who gets out. 

Simcoe Park in Niagara- 
on-the-Lake was one of 
30 sites across Canada 
hosting a Vote Together 
Day of Action rally to pre¬ 
vent another four years of 
Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper running Canada. 
According to lead orga¬ 
nizer Darcy Gerhart, the 
rallies addressed the 
“broken” electoral system 
by reminding voters 
Harper won a majority 
government in the last 
election with just 39% of 
the vote. 

More of the same Oct. 
19 will mean another four 
years of Conservative 
rule, she stressed. 

"It’s been long enough,” 


she said as a crowd of 
about 100 people gath¬ 
ered at the park across 
from the Prince of Wales 
Hotel. "We’ve seen the 
way (Harper’s) tried to 
manipulate the election 
in his favour, and we feel 
we must do something to 
fight back.” 

Which means asking 
people to vote for a local 
candidate they may not 
fully support. But the end 
game is what counts, said 
Gerhart. 

“It’s a very hard thing to 
ask people to do, and I 
have trouble doing it 
myself. But with our bro¬ 
ken electoral system, it 
may be the only way we 
can make a change. It's 
swallowing a bitter pill. 

“The line we’re towing 
is, vote strategically this 
election so we never have 


Gerhart is a Green Party 
supporter, but realizes 
she will have to vote 
Liberal or NDP for the 
best chance of defeating 
Harper's Conservatives. 
It’s a tough decision other 
Canadians will have to 
make if they don't want a 
repeat of 2011, said 
Niagara-on-the-Lake res¬ 
ident Beatrice Campbell. 

“We put down 'anyone 
but him”’ she said. “It’s 
our only choice, right 
now. Anyone is better 
than him.” 

The rally was attended 
by Niagara Falls Liberal 
candidate Ron Planche. 

A handful of Shaw 
Festival performers were 
also in attendance, 
including Jacqueline 
Thair, Ben Sanders and 
Stephen Jackman- 
Torkoff. 

Thair, who starred in

season, feels the coun¬ 
try’s arts community 
needs to be heard this 
election. 

“This is really impor¬ 
tant. I do feel a lot of peo¬ 
ple are tired, so we have a 
good chance. My mom, 
who has always been 
Conservative, managed 
to listen to me last night 
for 45 minutes!” 

Toronto senior Eryl 
Court was in Niagara-on- 
the-Lake to see two Shaw 
Festival plays when she 
caught wind of the 11 a.m.

FIRE PREVENTION WEEK 
OCTOBER 4-11,2015 
“HEAR THE BEEP WHERE YOU SLEEP” 

The theme for this year’s Fire Prevention week is “Hear the Beep Where You Sleep”. The men and women 
of the Niagara on the Lake Fire and Emergency services want to remind residents that smoke and carbon 
monoxide are silent killers that can end you or your loved ones life if you don’t install and maintain 
working smoke alarms and carbon monoxide detectors in your home. 

Key points to remember are 

I.Have a working smoke alarm on each level of your home at a minimum. The new building 
code requires that interconnected smoke alarms be installed on all levels of the home and in all 
sleeping areas. 

2. Have a working carbon monoxide alarm on all levels of the home that have sleeping areas. If you have a bedroom in the basement make sure there is 
one there as well. 

3. Test and maintain your alarms regularly. Replace them after 10 years of use or sooner if the manufacturers recommends this. Change the batteries in 
your detectors. If the detector has a battery backup and is hard wired change this as well. 

4. Always remember that you must replace hard wired detectors with hard wired detectors do not replace them with battery powered. Think about 
replacing hard wired smoke alarms with combination smoke/carbon monoxide alarms. 

5. Practice your fire escape plan with the residents of your home. Have an identifiable meeting place outside of your home should the alarms sound. 
Call the Fire Department from outside of your home. 

Following these simple reminders will keep Niagara on the Lake a safe and vibrant community. Also remember if you have any questions about fire safety 
do not hesitate to call our offices at (905)468-3266.

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Boat capsizes, leaving all eight people aboard in water

A 43-foot sailboat taking 
part in Sunday’s October 
Cup race series out of the 
Niagara-on-the-Lake 
Sailing Club was damaged 
and capsized, with all eight 
people aboard having to be 
rescued from the water. 

It happened about 3 
p.m. as the race was end¬ 
ing, said NOLSC member 
Donna Genge. 

Nobody was injured, and 
all racers who were in the 
vicinity stopped and helped 
pluck people from the 
chilly water, she said. 

The owner, who didn’t 
want to be identified, had 
purchased the Sea Hero 
Just four weeks before the 

Although people who 
sail regularly in the area 
between the NOTL sailing 
club and Fort Niagara say 
there is a large rock that 
the keel could have hit, it 
could also have hit the 
sand, said Genge. 

About 25 boats from the 


NOLSC and from 
Youngstown were out rac¬ 
ing Sunday in 20 to 25 knots 
of wind, she said. 

"Every boat that saw 
what was happening 
stopped to help and ensure 
everyone’s safety,” she 
said. 

Both the American and 
Canadian Coast Guards 
rushed to the boat, owned 
by a Canadian and sailing 
from the NOLSC, after 
hearing there were people 
overboard. 

The Canadians were 
coming from Port Weller, 
and by the time they 
arrived, everyone was out 
of the water, said the com¬ 
manding officer, who did 
not want his name used. 

Some had been rescued 
by the U.S. Coast Guard, 
others by boats in the area 
that reached the damaged 
boat first, which was about 
three nautical miles from 
Fort Niagara when it cap¬ 
sized, he said. 

“We didn’t do anything, 
we just stood by while we 
made sure everyone was 
okay and left when we were 


The water temperature 
that day was 17 degrees 
Celsius - cold, “but not too 
bad. Eventually you could 
get hypothermia, but they 
weren't in the water that 
long.” 

“Unbelievably," said 
Genge, “the Sea Hero will 
sail again." 

Several boats went out 
on the lake looking for her, 
she said, and eventually, 
on their way back to the 
yacht club after having no 
luck, the U.S. Coast Guard 
intercepted them and gave 
them the co-ordinates of 
the boat's location. 

“She was barely afloat on 
her side, being held there 
by an air pocket,” she said. 

The river current had 
carried her about two kilo¬ 
meters to the northeast. 

“A barge with a crane 
and several divers were 
able, after many hours, to 
get her afloat and she now 
rests comfortably on the 
hard back at the club, miss¬ 
ing a keel and with minor
